The Commissioni'.rs appointed by Judge 


Gordon to investigate the mental condition 
of certain prisoners confined in the Eastern 
Penitentiary filed their report, stating they 
had examined eight convicts and found five 
to be insane, two of doubtful mental condi- 
tion and one not insane.

In view of these election figures much 


interest will attach to the result of the 
census enumeration which must be made a 
litile more than three years hence. The 
prepatations for that enumeration are under 
discussion. It is quite time that the plans 
tor so colossal an undertaking should b 
well in hand. 
The best opinion upon this 


subject, both in Europe and in America 
unanimously favors the maintenance of 
permanent census bureau, as dislinguishcd 
from an organi/ation temporarily crcatec 
otice in ten years, it is true that the aclua' 
enumeration must require the employmcnl 
of a great army of temporary agents ; but 
Ihe • director of tlie census should he 
permanent official, and he should have in his 
omce at Washington a stuff of expert as- 
sistants and statisticians always at work. 
Most, of the special inquiries which are 
undertaken every ten years in connection 
with the census, could well be distributed 
throughout the intervening years, so that 
there would be no lack of tasks of an im- 
portant character to keep the bureau oc- 
cupied. Hon. Carrol! D. Wright, Superin- 
tendent of the Department of Labor, was 
authorized sonic time ago by Congress to 
draft a bill outlining the organization and 
work of a pcrraunoul census bureau. Colonel 
Wright has complied with Ihis instruction, 
and his draft is now in the hands of the 
proper Congressional committee. The Ameri- 
can Statistical Association and the Amer- 
ican Economic Association, at lhe,r last 
annual meeting appointed repiesenlahves to 
confer as a joint committee upon Ihis ques- 
tion of a permanent census bin-etui. 
This 


joint committee was made up of statistical 
experts and other gentlemen having a wide 
general knowledge ot the subject iu question. 
A unanimous agreement has been reached by 
the joint committee in favor of a permanent 
census bureau; 
and Congress has been 


memorialized to that effect. 
The statistical 


work of Ihe Department of Agriculture might 
well be made over to such a permanent 
census bureau, and *other statistical under- 
takings could from time to time be devolved 
upon the bureau .as circumstances might

is within his reach. 


8, Senator Quay is for Senator Penrose 


and from present appearances likely to stay 
for him to the end. 
Many have believed

supporting another candidate. The names 
of Mr. Widencr 
and others have been

The real 


benefit that your oyos received came not 
from itsnppliration, but from the rest that 
your 2yos received and tho composure of 
your entire system following a complete 
relaxation.

WILD INDIAN CORN. 


HAS THE PARENT PLANT OF THIS 


GRAIN BEEN DISCOVERED? 


Ititlilccll Hnt<'» to Waxhtiigloii on Ac- 


count of the Inaltfpirtttton via 1'euli- 


Rftllrojul. 


Interesting Recital of Facts Giitliered Con- 


cerning; One of Our Staple Cereals—Cul- 
tlvattaa Has Dune Wonder* With Corn. 
Many Varieties. 


Many yonrs nua resonrchcs wore made to 
tubllnb thp fuel thus maize bolongud ex- 


olUBlvuly to thin country and was of Amer- 
cun origin. 
It wns bollevod ii) 1887 that 


tho plant In Its wild Btnto wus extinot, 
and thus one of tho strongest iirgumonts to 
irovo !t indigouoiiB wus lost. No evidence 
could be found in Jiurope, Asia or Africa 
to show that the plant existed prior to tho 
voyngoa of Columbus, in 1482, or Piznrro, 
n 1624. 
Both of. these navigators saw it 


growing, and vro have now reason to be- 
ieve that tho Indians nnd inoas made uso 
of tho grain many yours before these visit- 
ors urrivod. 
We have corn that has boon 


preserved for eeveral hundred yours, and it 


uy havo been grown over 1,000 years ago. 


[n a dry state this grain appears to be In- 
destructible, and I have in my possession 
sonio Peruvian oorn that is certainly sev- 
eral hundred years old. 
It is dry and fri- 


able, ia of n rod color nnd yleldfi a whito 
meal, 
It was buried with a so culled 


mummy prior to tTio year 1555) and how 
long before history does not tell. Peruvian 
lorn was in small ears, from 8 to 8 inches 
loug, and boro groins pointed on the top, 
not in rows, but somewhat imbricated. It 
wns evidently far removed from tho wild 
stock. 


Primitive oorn, or wild corn, which has" 


boon found in several different regions of 
this continent naturally reproducing itself, 
has a character of growth tlmt fits it for 
long preservation in a mild climate, al- 
though if planted and cultivated for a few 
years all the characteristics of wildnosa 
gradually disappeiir. 
The cobs of wild 


miiize are thin and hard, covered with 
linos of mushroom shaped elevations, each 
having a wirelike pedicel growing from 
the top, attached to a glume inclosing n 
small pointed grain, orn flat grain, smallef 
than any popcorn. 
These kernel husks 


overlap ouch other toward the point of tha 
ear, li bo the shingles on the roof of a house. 
Tho imbrications are largest and longest 
at the butt of tho oar and gradually be> 
conic loss pronounced as they advance in 
distinct rows to the point. The individual 
glumes lire from an inch to 8 inchea long 
and are much longer than this where the 
grains are not fertilized, particularly if tho 
entire oar is of this character, as is proved 
by a specimen in my collection. Overthese 
imbrications is tho outside husk, as we 
ha\o it in nil cultivated corns. 
Of coursa 


the barn and the oorncrib soon mako win- 
ter protection by the glumes nnnecossary. 


Originally there may have been but one 


variety of oorn, and it wns attached to a 
•nilrl nUmatifi 
But, judging from analogy 


opinion that thertTworeVuDvarieSe?, ami 
in them the grains were of a different col- 
or and tho glumes striped. The incas aud. 
Indians had different varieties of corn, and 
grow ears of several colors, some uniform 
and others mixed, but their cobs woro thin 
and sometimes the ears,quite short. 
Six 


varieties of tho wild corn found growing 
in xinfroquentod localities havo been de- 
scribed, five of which I havo seen, nnd sev- 
eral of which have been grown. 
All havo 


pedicels attached to the glumes and tho 
glumes imbricated. 


Tho word corn in many languages shn- 


ply means grain. 
Indian corn is Indian 


grain distinctively, as the Indians had no 
other. 
They had beans, squashes, pump- 


kins, gourds and melons, but wheat, rye, 
oats and barley belonged to the old world, 
and had to be imported. Tholndians grew 
corn over a wide rango of country and 
wherever the climate was adapted to it. 


Cultivation has done wonders with this 


grain both in its form und color, so that 
now we have perhaps 100 varieties. 
The 


plant varies from l,i to 15 feet in height, 
and the ears from 2 inches to 16 Inches in 
length. Woflud in modern Indian growths 
ears that are of a uniform gamboge yellow, 
i. i.;t., uinvi., 1>1»« *.ua L0a, \>ooia^n ii.ii4.Gtt 
colors. 
Wo have also several varieties of 


popcorn, sugar corn aud field oorn. 
Most 


of the corn grown by Indians is iu small 
rounded grains, except that of the cliff 
dwellers, who nppeur to havo beoa, in a 
measure, an agricultural people. 
Their 


cobs were thin and their grain in rows, 
but the Individual grains were larser and 
square ended. 
Indented corn seems also 


to have boon known among them. 


Every people must have a drink, and if 


the process of distillation is unknown they 
resort to fermentation. 
Primitive Amer- 


ican races made a drink out of corn anal- 
ogous to beer, by fermentation of tho ear 
in its green state or after it had dried. 
This wus intoxicating to ti certain oxtont, 
but fortunately much loss so than tho 
modern distillate from the same grutn, 
The drinking mugs of the cliff dwellers 
bear testimony to their having had this 
habit. 
Great improvements have been 


made by the white race in growing this 
cereal, and one of the cliiet of theso is in 
the diameter of the cob, which has beuu 
made to hold as high as 24 rows. 


From four to six ears havo been grown 


on ouo stalk, and ears produced of very re- 
markable length. 
Sugar corn was intro- 


duced in 1779, and now it and popcorn 
have encored into the race, and larger va- 
rieties are being produced, 
The commer- 


cial variety known aa turkey oorn is not 
maize, and does not boar its grain on an 
ear, but on the top in the tassel, as the 
broom oorn does, 
Turkey corn is about 8 


foot high and bears a small, rounded grain, 
which is either whito or pinkish. In tho 
east it is known by the name of dura. Tho 
Turks and Egyptians grow Indian corn, it 
is true, but it was originally obtained 
from America.

STEAHGE INCIDENT. 


Exprffw Train leaves tho Track, Runa 


Forty Roita and Takes Track Again. 
Lebiph Valley train No. 1, one of the 


fliers, escaped n sprious accident the other 
night. At Ulstor Station, nine miles above 
Townnda, Pa., the roadbed on the north 
bound track is fully two feet higher than 
the south bound track, owing to a sharp 
curve. As the train approached this curve, 
going at n rapid rate, near a switch leading 
to a siding it left tbe rails, unknown nt the 
time to the engineer. 
The wheels of the 


train wore about six inches outside of the 
rails. Not even slacking speed, tbe train 
dashed around this curve until it reached 
another switch, about 40 rods distant from 
the ono where it left the track, whore the 
engine wheels struck the guard rail, and 
tho engine righted iteelf on the track, each 
oar successfully following. 
It sped on its 


way to Sayrc. 


The, station agent at Ulster telegraphed 


nt once the facts to Sayre, where an exam- 
ination o£ the trucks of the engine and 
couches was made, which showed them to 
be terribly wrenched. 
Orders wore given 


for the repair of tho tracks and that all 
trains should move with caution at that 
point.. 


At Ulster an examination showed that 


the guard rails were broken at both 
switches and that the tracks of tho car 
wheels made a furrow in tho ground about 
10 inches deep. 
Had tho ground not been 


frozen experts claim that a serious acol 
dent would have been unavoidable.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

goodly numbers. It ranges very high up in 
the mountains, above timber line usually, 
among rocks and cliffs. 
This requires great 


labor to pot to it, but once there the hunter 
will get his game nine times out of ten.

LUMBIA UNIVERSITY. 


SIcntal, Moral and Physical Traits of the 


Student Laid Before Him fay the Ber- 
tilloit System, Bo That He Cannut Well 
!Err In IIlB Choice of Sphere In Ufo. 


The student nt Columbia university Is 


now able to order a precise measurement of 
hlsiuental and moral traits as.be would an 
exnot outfit ftt the tnllor'B. Instead of be- 
ing a stranger to his personal beauties and 
Womislics and knowing himself least of 
moil, he can have spread before him a mi- 
tuito revelation, telling of the size of his 
hond, ears, mouth, Hps, general develop- 
ment and traits. After catechism is fin- 
ished and tho spectacled professor has laid 
nsJde his tapoline the subject sees himself 
In n singular aspect. 
The familiar like- 


BOSS fades, and he beholds a self which Is 
composed of a compilation of abilities and 
defects, aood and indifferent inclinations, 
us viewed by tlie cold, accustomed eyes of 
tlie Impartial instructor. This is the plan 
now flourishing in Columbia university. 
Jt is a new collegiate development, a re- 
versal of conservative routine. 
That sys- 


tem known ns the Bertillon is copied in 
part, and inuoh moro is employed in addi- 
tion. 


Jt is in the psychological laboratory that 


these interesting tests aro made by Pro- 
fofisor J. MoKeon Cattoll. 
The purpose is 


to allow each student to know his strength 
and weakness of mind and body, so that 
ho may net accordingly. 
He is thus on- 


lightened at tho outset of hig career as to 
what best befits his nature. 
A plunge in 


tlio darkness he need not make, with this 
intimate acquaintance of himself. He can 
chooso that course in life for which ho ro- 
veals aptitude. 


Furthermore, all possible illusions being 


dispelled by this searching scrutiny, lie is 
aware of his uncertain points, and so can 
strive to remedy those which are capable 
of bettering. In brief, it is scientific anal- 
ysis of each student's character without 
the use of those solemn tricks, such ns 
feeling cranial bumps and fidgeting about 
palms. It is an invaluable guide to tho 
future. 


The variety of questions proves its thor- 


oughness. First, there is the gentle in- 
quiry as to heredity. "How many brothers 
did your father and mother have?" "Was 
your father his mother's flrafe, second, third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth or what child;"1 ai»T 
"Plow about your motbori"' 
Those an(J 


moro Fourehingquorics as to parentage fol- 
low in rapid succession, fully illuminating 
tlie student's ancestry. 


Then the student is asked ns to his phys- 


inal ills, wholhor ho haa toothaches or 
colds, if his tooth arc good, and how many 
hours ho usually sleeps. 
Does he dream? 


Aro his drenuis pleasant, commonplace or 
fearful? 
How many cups of tea or coffee 


does ho drink daily? How great a number 
of pipes, cigars or cigarettes does he smoke? 
Does ho use alcoholic drinks? If so, how 
many beers or other liquors a day? What 
opera does he prefer? What novelist, paint 
er, poet? 


And so he is bombarded with an intense 


inquisition, which lucidly sets forth thp 
student's character. 
If he is delving too 


deep in pleasure, out tho truth bluzes. 
Should he inherit conspicuous qualities, 
that fact, too, shows plainly. 


When ho emerges from the inquisitorial 


volley, he is measured. 
The elevatiou of 


his nose is inquired into. 
This member 


may reveal a temperament ranging from 
the philosophical to the pugilistic, the reck- 
less to the prudont. 
It is important to 


know what its shape signifies. 
It may be 


bulbous or aquiline, jutting or stumpy, 
each of which forms has a significance not 
to be despised. 


The ears are submitted to careful analy- 


sis. 
According to the latest accepted die- 


turns of science, tho size of ears means 
much. If too large and not too friendly to 
tho skull, they are liable to toll a silent 
story of 
degeneracy, 
and 
indications 


otherwise range from obtnisiveness to 
refinement. 
Similarly the mouth and 


lips are measured. 
The size of the 


hands in contrast to that of the body and 
flngors in relation to the width of the 
h,nnd is noted. 
Tho subject's head un- 


dergoes the same process, and his eyes are 
submitted to color experiment to find 
whether he is color blind. 
His breathing 


capacity is tested, as well as his keenness 
of sight and hearing, memory, profession 
of time, sensation areas and the physical 
stato of his limbs. 


When tnls exhaustive examination, con- 


taining a grout number of questions and 
tests, is completed, tho professor states in 
writing whether ho regards tho subject as 
likely to ho a good student, if he is quick, 
talkative, accurate, straightforward, Intel- 
lectual, of strong will, of powerful emo- 
tions, well balanced, choleric, sanguine, 
melancholy or phlegmatic. 


"Our experience with these tests," Pro- 


fessor Cattell says, "lends ustoreoommend 
that they ba made a part of tho work of 
every psychological laboratory. When used 
with freshmen on ou(;0i'|ng college, the 
record js of Interest to the man nnd may be 
pf real value to him, It is well for him to 
£now how his physical development, sensea, 
movements and mental processes compare 
with thoso of his fellows. He may be able 
to correct defects and develop aptitudes. 
Then, when the tests are repeated Inter in 
tho colloge gourso and in subsequent life, 
the regard of progress or retrogression may 
prove of substantial importance to him, " 
— Chicago Timos-Horsild.

THE CONSTITUTION. 


Upon Three of Its Articles Are All Its 


Provisions llunir. 


"The makers of our constitution, in- 


structed by tho experience of the colonies, 
by tho state constitutions already adopted 
and by earlier lessons from British history, 
found an oasy agreement upon the general 
principle that the judicial power of the 
United States should bo vested In a sepa- 
rate and independent department," writes 
ex-President Harrison in The Ladies' 
Home Journal. 
"The division of powers 


will be made plainer by bringing together 
the opening sentences of the first three ar- 
ticles of the constitution: 
" 'Article 1. All legislative powers 


herein granted shall be vested in a con- 
gress of the United States.' 


"'Articles. The executive power shall 


bo vested in a president of the United 
States of America.' 


"'Articles. The judicial power of the' 


United States shall be vested in one su- 
premo court and in such inferior courts as 
the congress may from time to time ordain 
and establish,' 


"Upon this threefold frariio the other 


provisions of tiie constitution aro hung. 
Tlie limitations upon tho powers of the 
United States courts will bo more clearly 
understood if what has been before said in 
another connection is recalled here—name- 
ly, that the powers of government In this 
country are divided between the nation 
and the states upun the principle that cer- 
tain powers aro sot off to the United States,' 
and all other powers, save a few that aro 
prohibited, are retained by the states. The 
constitution enumerates the powers which 
the people have given to tho nation. 'The 
judicial power of the United States' is, 
therefore, such power of a judicial nature 
as tho constitution gives to the United 
States—no moro. 
The residue of tho ju- 


dicial power tho people have reserved in 
the grant to tho United States, and have 
given the whnle or such part of this re- 
served power as pleased them to tho state 
courts." 


The North Polar Continent. 


Where is the north polar continent that 


once figured on tlie mups? It is not so 
long ago that the renowned geographer 
Poterinann believed he had good reason 
for faith iu its existence. 
Tho pole was 


probably in tills continent, and he thought 
that towering rocks near Bering strait, 
now known to be an island, might be one 
of the termini of tho great laud mass. 
Faith in this theory has gradually weak- 
ened the farther men penetrated into the 
"white north," and now Nanson has 
thrown a flood of light upon the question. 
Thr ncutm depths he hnnfonncl «o-the north 
of Ii'ranz Joseph Land and Spitsbergen, 
tho disappearance of animal life In that 
region, the structure of the ice, which is 
plainly formed at sea and not on land, and 
the free movement of the ice masses, driv- 
en, ns they arc, in any direction by the 
prevailing winds, point inevitably to the 
conclusion that tlie man who reaches the 
north polo will probably find no land 
there, but a deop son instand, covered by 
closely packed and drifting i.e.—Cyrus C. 
Adams in McGluro s.

MOUS VIRGINIA WONDER.

Wo lookud up, Btrotohing our lionda back 


until our iiookn aoliod. 
"Is that story ronlly true?" 
"Tho old settlei'H uround lioro say BO. 


Tho boy wan a student from Washington 
nnd Ijoe, which Is not vory fur from horo. 
Of course, tho uoonunt of tho font, usually 
found In Fifth Headers, IB a Rood doul cx- 
iilfgoriitod. There WHS no crowd watching 
whllo ho ollmliod, as tho story snye, only u 
fow of hl» frlonds wore with him, but it is 
true tlint a boy renlly did climb Hourly to 
tho top of thu lirldgo. You BOO that ledgo 
up thero almost under tho itrch? Whou ho 
rettched that place, he could climb no far- 
ther on account of the nrohlng over tho 
bridge. Tlion thoy (my he looked buok to 
Heo how to climb down again. You know 
It'B a fact that you can climb up ranch 
easier than down." " Thoro may bo a deep- 
er significance tothogo words," I thought. 
"When you look downward, everything 
appears to be smoother. So thoro tho boy 
hutig, Dearly 200 feet from the ground, 
unable to move one way or the other.'' 


Wo looked ngnln up to that tiny projec- 


tion, not much biggnr thiin tho bowl of a 
spoon, It soomod, from thut great distance. 
ItwuH awful. Later, when wo wont to tho 
top of tho bridge, we looked down; it vns 
frightful. 


Wo wore standing under tho shadow of 


that fearful monument of tho Builder 
who knows no limits—the bridge whose 
walls nro mountains und whoso buttresses 
are pottks. Tho ravine Is so deep tho sun 
Hhtnes in only about noun. And ail tills 
magnificence 
of 
architecture 
royally 


thrown nwny on n more wading stream, 
Its flsh no bigger thiin minnows. But tho 
TJuildor's quarry likewise knows no lim- 
its. 


Tho appronoh to tho bridge Is by a nar- 


row, tortuous, rapidly dosoondlns pnth. A 
small stream tumbles down tho mountain 
bcsldo us all tho way. Tho deep foliage of 
tho trees koops us hidden from a view of 
the bridge until a sharp turn to tho right 
uuddoiily brings us up almost under it. 


But tho first Bight periiaps is n little 


disappointing. The mind hiis to talco time 
to adjust Itsolf to these enormous dimen- 
sions. As wo approach It, at length stfiud 
just under the bridge Itself and look up- 
ward, perhaps oven then wo lire still o lit- 
tle disappointed, until suddenly wo nro 
Htnrtled by a faint crying Hock of swallows 
Hying under the bridge; thon wo begin to 
cuaiprohoud Us dizzy ulcltuilo. 


Tho approach is not so impressive as tho 


opposite \low, on uorouut of tho dipping 
»f tho arch on that side. To walk 100 feet 
farther on, pasting under the bridge, and 
then look back at it, one catches the 
nurvos of its enormous convexity und tho 
lift of its span. Oi; this side also tho two 
mountains that buttress the bridge rapid- 
ly rlsD for some distance farther on. Con- 
sequently tho rnvlno walls lire much high- 
er. All those things combine to make the 
latter view of tho bridge vory impressive. 


Cathedral wall, nearly 800 foot high, 


straight us tho side of a house, buttressed 
and turreted, towers up on one shlo. 
Across the ravine from It, overhanging 
the abyss below, is a little lodge of rock 
not 10 feet square—Pulpit rook. Here one 
may stand and look below, If he can, 
and try to realize tho horror of that boy 
when he "caught the faint echoes of tho 
people beneath him shouting* to him to 
jump for tho ropo." In an old Virginia 
history thoro is a statement that when tho 
boy was drawn up lite hair had turned 
white. 


Nothing grows down tho sides of this 


ravine. It is all rook, solid und ghostly. If 
one were to slip, he would strike against 
nothing on his way until ho struck the 
ground. Thoro is scarcely place for a bird 
to alight How did tho boy climb it? Tho 
xtory goes that lie had a knife and cut 
footholcs between the rock rlnis. 


And it is narrow, that llttlo silver run- 


ning ravlno, just room enough for its 
brook and a footpath heside it. It is nar- 
row and oold under the shadow of those 
cterDiil ramparts. When birds fly down In- 
to it, thoy merely drop; there is not room 
to use their wings. They spread thorn out 
to break the fall and drop down like leaves.
